Basic  fabrication  of  M  I  CARTA 


Bending 

One-sixteenth-inch-thick  Micarta  can  usually  be  bent, 
cold,  to  a  radius  of  approximately  5  inches.  Whenever 
small  radii  are  necessary,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
Micarta  be  heated,  which  can  be  done  rather  easily  in 
an  infra-red  oven. 

.050"  postforming  Micarta  can  be  bent,  under  suitable 
conditions  and  on  bending  equipment,  to  a  minimum 


Edge  banding 

Many  types  of  edges  are  available  to  the  architect: 
Micarta  edges,  extruded  plastic  or  metal  T  molding 
edges,  metal  overlap  molding,  and  solid  wood  edges. 


Bonding  to  core  stock 

To  produce  a  Micarta  top  with  a  smooth  surface,  the  core 
material  must  be  as  smooth  as  possible.  If  the  surface  is 
uneven,  the  higher  points  will  get  the  greatest  wear  and 
produce  a  graphic  pattern  of  the  core  irregularities. 

Recommended  types  of  core  materials  are  Novoply, 
Philippine-faced  fir  plywood,  veneered  hardwood  ply¬ 
woods  and  lumber  core  plywoods.  Rotary-cut  fir  faces 
are  not  recommended,  because  of  excessive  grain  transfer 
through  the  face  of  the  Micarta. 

It  is  the  best  practice  to  use  a  good  urea-type  glue. 


J oining  Vs  panels  for  wall  applications 

It  is  easy  to  join  Micarta  panels.  For  the  best  fitting 
joint,  edges  to  be  joined  should  be  held  in  a  position 
slightly  apart  from  each  other,  and  routed  between,  so 
that  both  edges  are  cut  at  the  same  time. 

Several  Micarta  sheets  can  also  be  joined  on  one  panel. 
Micarta  edges  should  be  smoothed  with  a  fine  set  plane 


Sawing  and  drilling 

Carpenters,  builders  and  fabricators  who  have  equipment 
at  hand  can  cut  Micarta  panels  or  sheets  easily  with 
portable  power  saws.  A  cleaner  edge  results  when  the 
panel  is  worked  from  the  back  so  that  the  teeth  cut  up 


inside  radius  of  Vs  "  and  a  minimum  outside  radius  of 
%  ".  Many  free-flowing  designs  can  be  achieved  by  a 
competent  Micarta  fabricator  using  postforming  Micarta. 

%  "  Micarta  panels  can  be  curved  or  bent  to  a  radius 
as  small  as  12"  by  saw  kerfing  the  back  side  through  all 
but  the  plywood  face  veneer. 


Application  detail  sketches  of  these  edges  are  shown  on 
page  1 1 .  Many  fabricators  find  that  veneering  edges  with 
"  Micarta  strips  is  as  economical  as  using  metal  moldings. 


Contact  bond  cements  are  widely  used  for  short-run 
production. 

Micarta  may  be  bonded  to  core  material  conveniently, 
without  a  press  or  clamps,  using  Weldwood®  Contact 
Cement.  This  adhesive  bonds  on  contact.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  for  re-covering  existing  surfaces  with  Micarta 
or  for  small  jobs.  A  new,  all-purpose,  nonstaining,  ready- 
mixed  liquid  bonding  agent,  it  resists  oxidation,  oils, 
greases,  most  chemicals,  and  flex-cracking. 


or  portable  router.  Edges  are  then  butted  together  and 
covered  with  cellophane  tape.  Back  of  the  sheet  can  be 
sanded  if  necessary  to  achieve  a  flush  joint,  and  a  coat 
of  wax  applied  over  the  tape  and  alongside  it.  Usual 
routine  for  bonding  Micarta  to  core  stock  is  followed, 
with  urea  resin  glue  applied  to  edges  of  panels.

MOVABLE  PARTITIONS:  When  Micarta-faced  movable  partitions  are  specified,  paragraph  “Plastic 
Surfacing”  should  be  inserted  in  the  Movable  Partitions  section  under  Materials  and  paragraphs  relating 
to  panels,  doors,  gates,  base,  fillers,  etc.,  suitably  altered. 

SURFACE  PREPARATION: 

(Where  Micarta  is  applied  to  walls  where  backing  or  core  is  erected  first,  include  the  following  paragraph.) 
Surfaces;  rigid,  smooth,  even,  free  from  dirt,  oil,  plaster,  paint,  with  nails  set  below  surface.  Fill  holes 
greater  than  Vie’  diameter  and  cracks,  splits  or  joints  wider  than  Vie’  with  plastic  wood.  Sand  flush 
with  adjoining  surfaces. 

APPLICATION: 

Insofar  as  possible  execute  all  work  in  the  shop.  Assemble  on  the  site. 

Install  Micarta  on  core  with  (Weldwood  Contact  Cement)  (Weldwood  Glue)  (Weldwood  Phenol 
Resorcinol  Adhesive)  as  recommended  by  the  adhesive  manufacturer. 


Install  Micarta  with  back  surface  uniformly  bonded  to  the  core,  free  of  waves  or  buckles,  with  face 
surfaces  smooth  and  even.  Make  tight  butt  joints;  match  patterns,  grains;  fit  neatly  around  openings; 
bevel  exposed  exterior  corners,  edges;  make  up  joints  in  white  lead  paste. 

Install  moldings,  (metal)  (wood)  (plywood)  splines  to  insure  tight  joints,  rigid  installation. 

PROTECTION,  CLEANING: 

Provide  suitable  protection  for  edges,  corners  during  shipping,  erecting  to  avoid  chipping. 

At  completion,  clean  surfaces  with  mild  soap  and  water.  Do  not  use  abrasive  cleaners,  strong  acid  or 
alkalis. 

Note:  The  following  sentences  should  be  added  to  the  general  paragraphs  of  the  section: 

WORK  BY  OTHERS:  (Insert  adjoining  or  applied  work  furnished  and  installed  by  others  such  as  floor 
base,  fixtures  and  equipment,  sink  and  lavatory  frames,  hardware,  etc.) 

SAMPLES:  Furnish — (2)4’  x  4")  (5"  x  8")  samples  with  finish  specified  and  containing  manufac¬ 
turer’s  name,  pattern,  color  and  number.
